ANOTHER LOSS NOTED 

‘‘All townsites should be sold 
for the general benefit of the peo- 
ple. Thia is the new rule now 
being enforced by both provincia) 
and Dominion governments. The 
province of Brtish Columbia 
made an agreement with the 


-|Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 


with regard to the 24,000 acres 
granted to that company at 
Prince Rupert, One fourth of 
this land belongs to the province 
and when the first auction sales 
were held, one half of the lots 
sold belonged to the province and 
one half to the company. When 
it is considered that nearly a 
million and a half dollars have 
already been paid for Prince Ru- 
pert lote, it will be seen that the 
British Columbia government has 
profited greatly from a very wise 
provision.”’ 

That is the way the Canadian 
Courier puts it. Alberta and 
Saskatchewan are finding out as 
time goes on that the western 
small politicians made a very bad 
deal for the two new provinces 
under the autonomy terms. Had 
these two provinces received the 
public lands as they should have 
done, they would now be receiv- 
ing a handsome revenue from the 
sale of townsite property. In 
Ontario the provincial govern- 
ment reserves all the townsites for 
the benefit of the people and will 
get a good revenue from them. 
British Columbia, which owns ita 
lands, is receiving, asa stated 
above, a handsome return from 
its interest in the townsites. The 
autonomy terms for Alberta as 
the years roll on are proving a 
detriment to the province, and it 
is high time we elected men to 
conduct the affairs of the province 
who will look after the interests 
of the people. Heretofore it has 
seemed the rage to hand all our 
lands, mines, franchises, etc. 
over to promoters who are friends 
of the government. This must 
cease, then we will have done 
away with such disgraceful deals 
as that which is at the present 
time attracting the attention of 
the province at Edmonton.

on Palm Sunday. It will be remem- 
bered ‘that. the incident: occurred ‘at 
the close of our .Lord’s ministry— 
three and a ‘half years after his bap- 
tism at Jordan and five days before 
his crucifixion. The Jewish Sabbath 
had been spent in rest at Bethany. 
Lazarus, whom Jesus ‘awakened from 
the sleep-of death, with his. sisters 
Mary and Murtha, prepared for Jesus 
a banquet, and. when the Sabbath 
closed the supper was eaten. It wag 
at that time that Mury brought forth 
the box of perfume, spikenard very 
valuable, and. therewith anointed our 
Lord’s head and feet. It -was the 
same occasion on which’ Judas, in® a 
wrong spirit, had:.murmured against 
this expression of her loving devo- 
tion; that it was a waste; that pre- 
ferably the money should have been 
given to the poor. It was then that 


_ the Master defended Mary and an- 


nounced that the anointing was for 
his burial (which occurred later the 
“same week), and suggested to the dis- 
ciples, “The poor ye have always 
with you. .And whensoever ye will ye 
do them good; but me ye have not 
always.” be 

The next morning,-the first day of 
‘the week, corresponding to our Sun- 
day Jesus made ready for his tri- 
umphal entry into the city of Jerusa- 
lem as the Jewish King, according to 
the custom of the Jewish kings rid- 
ing upon an assand hailed and ac- 
claimed by the populace. The in- 
cident hud been foretold by: -the 
Prophet Zecharinh in great detail. 
saying, ‘‘Rejoice greatly, O daughter 
of Zion; shout, O daughter of Jerusa- 
lem; behold, thy King cometh unto 
thee; he is just, and having salva- 
tion; lowly, and riding upon an uss” 
(Zechariah ix, 9). 

When the apostles had brought the 
ass and Jesus sat thereon, the large 
concourse of people (which had.come 
from. Jerusalem to see Jesus because 
of his awakening of Lazarus) shout- 
ed aloud. They were filled with en- 
thusiasm and, efter the manner of 
the: time, some broke off palm 
branches for the ass to step upon; 
others laid their garments in the way 
and thus formed, as it were, a carpet 
in the road leading to Jerusalem near 
by, The shout of the people wus just 
as the prophet had declared. They 
hailed Jesus as the promised Son of 
David, the-Messioh long waited ‘for. 
On previous occasions, when they 
sought to make Jesus a king, after 
witnessing. his marvelous . works, he 
withdrew himself from them, to wait 
for their ardor to cool, knowing that 
the Father’s time wus not yet due. 
But now .he knew that his hour was 
.come and hence, instead of hinder- 
ing, he helped on with the enthusi- 
asm by sending for the ass, ete. 
Prominent sectarian Jews present. 
although unable to- account for the 
miracle, were un .epared to think 
of Jesus as the true Messiah, or any- 
thing short of an imposter in that 
Tole. When these he:rd the multi- 
tude shouting und addressing Jesus 
as the Messiah they were offended 
and sent word tu Jesus that he should 
restrain the ignorant people who were 
thus acclaiming him. 

But instead of forbidding the ova- 
tion Jesus intimated that it was the 
proper thing, that because the Pro- 
phet Zechariah (ix 9) said, “Shout, 
O daughter oi Jerusalem!” therefore 
there must b2 a shout. If the people 
had not shouted, rather than have 
the prophecy go unfulfilled, Jesus 
said the very stones would have cried 
out. 

En route to Jerusalem Jesus halted 
the ass and the procession at the top 
of the Mount of Olives and, overlook- 
ing the Holy City, wept while he 
pronounced his sentence upon it— 
Unworthy! Unappreciative! -As the 
evangelist declares, ‘Israel knew not 
the time. of her visitation.”” The time 
for Israel to receive the King had 
come and they were not onl or- 
ant of the matter collectively, but 
they were not in the heart condition 
to understand or appreciate. Jesus 
cried, “‘O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou 
that killest the prophets, and stonest 
them which are sent unto thee, how 
often would I have gathered ~ thy 
children together, even as a hen 
gathered her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not!’’ (Matthew 
xxiii, 37). For three and a half years 
he and his faithful apostles had been 
declaring that the Kingdom of God 
was at hand; that the people should 
repent and believe the good message. 
And even six months in advance of 
this John the Baptisteand his dis- 
ciples had similarly preached. 

After those four years of faithful 
presching throughout the length and 

readth of Palestine, the nation was 
apparently. as unpfepared for Jesus 
as at the first. Hence our Lord’s fdl- 
lowing words, ‘‘Therefore I say unto 
you, Your -house is left unto you 
Ye shall,see me no more 
“until that day when ye shall say— 
Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord!” That day has not 
yet come. Meantime the Jewish na- 
tion was there cast off from, fellow- 
ship with God, as.the prophet de- 
elares, ‘‘Because they knew not the 
time of their visitation.” 

Israel has been outeast from na- 
tional favor for more than eighteen 
centuries. Thank God the day is 
near at hand, when, at the second 
coming of Messiah, his Kingdom 
shall be turned over to them. And 
then, as he declares, they will be 
glad to say, “Blessed is he that com- 
eth in the name of the Lord.” The 
long centuries of persecution and 
separation from God’s favor wil] have 
brought that people to a humbler con- 
Gition of -heart, where they will be 
Blud to receive ot Javine groce upon 
Divine terms. To this great event 
Be Paul refers us in Kormans xi, 


Although God foreknew all that had 
/aappened the offer of the Kingdom to 
“Israel was just as bona-fide. just as 

genuine, as though he had Shot known 
it. God always dues his part! What- 
ever fuilure there is in any matter of 
‘contract belongs*to humanity. 

If thus we have bcfore our minds 
the-origin of Palm :Sunday ond what 
it signified as the climax of the test of 
natural Israel in respect to Messiah, 
we are prepared-to go further and to 
note that in God’s providence there ia 
a similar test for us Christians.

The Lost Opportunity 


Text; “If thou hadst known, 


viduals of that nation. As the 
Prophet Isaiah had foretold (Romans 
ix, 27-33) there was'a ‘small, faithful 
section or ‘‘remnaunt.”’ This remnant 
accepted Christ and were. by him ac- 
cepted and became the nucleus or 
foundation of Spiritual Israel on the 
Day of Pentecost. Thus we read, ‘‘He 
came unto his own (nation) and _his 
own received him not (as a nation); 
but to as many as received him, to 
them gave he liberty (privilege) to be- 
come sons of God, even to them that 
believed on his natne; which: were be- 
gotten not. of blood, nor of the will of 
the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God’—at Pentecost (John. i, 11-13). 

Thus so far as the spiritual part of 
God’s great promise to Abraham is 
concerned it has paseed from the Jew- 
ish nation; but there still remains for 
them a glorious earthly portion, to 
which they will be introduced at our 
Lord’s second coming. Then their 
sins will be cancelled, and as a people 
the Hebrews will return to Divine 
favor and will inherit the earthly fea- 
tures of the promise made to their 
fathers. Then, through them, God’s 
blessing will be extended to all na. 
tions and peoples under Israel’s New 
Covenant, which will then become op- 
erative at the hands of their great 
Mediator—the Christ, the Messiah in 
glory. But by that time the election 
of the saints of this Gospel Age will 


St. John emphasized particularly the) §

will include Jesus the Head and the 
Church his Body—joint-heirs with him 
in his Kingdom—joint-heirs with him 
in the spiritual fentures of the great 
Abrahamic promise (Calatians iii, 29). 

All this is clearly stated by the 
Apostle in Romans xi, 25-32. But 
somehow our eyes of understanding 
as Christians have bcen holden so 
that, until of late, we have not seen 
these heights and depths, of Divine 
Love and Wisdum and arrangement. 
The fact that we now see these things 
is a corroborative evidence that they 
are nigh at hand. Just so it was at 
our Lord's first advent. Many things 
peeing to that time were complete- 
y hidden until the time of their ful- 
fillment came, and then oniy the 
“Wise Virgins’ were so blessed, so as- 
sisted, that they trimmed their lamps 
effectively and were enabled to see 
these beauties in’ the Divine Plan. 

Apparently very few of God's peo- 
ple, until recently, have noted the fact 
that Spiritual Israel has had a paral- 
lel history to that of Natural Israel. 
Few have seen that these are dealt 
with all through the Scriptures as 
typé and antitype. Few have noticed 
that from the death of Jacob to the 
death of Jesus finds its exact parallel 
of 1,845 1-2 years between the death of 
Jesus and our day. Few have noticed 
that in both cases there is a nominal 
and a real Israel. The nominal Jew- 
ish system was tried and all but the 
“Israelites indeed” failed. Likewise 
will be the experience of Spiritual Is- 
real. The nominal Christian systems 
will be tried, and all will fail except 
the spirit-begotten and faithful. As 
only a remnant or small number were 
found in the proper condition at the 
first advent, so the Scriptures clearly 
intimate that only a small number 
will be found sufliciently saintly and 
zealous and loyal to the Lord and 
the principles of his Truth in the end 
of this age, to graduate with first 
honors. 

As there was a special period of 
testing and trying at the close of the 
Jewish Age, lasting for forty years, so, 
the Scriptures clearly indicate, there 
is a special sifting and testing due to 
come to Christendom during the clos- 
ing forty years of this Gospel Age 
before the inauguration of the glorious 
Millennial blessings. As the trials and 
tests came upon the Jews in a subtle 
manner, to test their faith and obed- 
jence, so even more subtlety must 
we expect will be connected with the 
trials and testings in the harvest time 
of this Gospel Age. Of this time the 
Lord through the prophet said, ‘‘Who 
may abide the day of his presence, 
and who shall stand when he appear- 
eth? for he is like a reliner’s fire and 
like fullers’ soap; and he shall sit as 
a refiner and purifier of silver; and 
he shall purify the sons of Levi, and 
purge them as geld and silver, that 
they may offer unto the Lord accept- 
able sacrifices’ (Malachi iii, 2, 3). 

‘Natural and Spiritual Israel are 
contrasted. The Lord through the Pro- 
phet foretold that Messiah would be 
“for a stone of stumbling and. for a 
rock of offence to -buth the houses of 
Israel‘*—to Natural Israel and to Spir- 
itual Israel. .We have seen how the 
first house stumbled on that Palin , 
Sunday — celebrated to-day. They , 
stumbled ‘‘because they knew not the , 
time ot their visitation’’—they did not 
know that the time had come for the 
establishment of the Kingdom; henco 
they were not alert to their privileges 
and failed to be in the proper condi- 
tion of heart to receive the blessings 


Or, we might state the matter reverse- 
ly and say that these who di‘ not 
keow and did not accept Messiah, 
were those whose hearts were not in 
the right condition, else they would 
not have been left in darkness (I. 
Thessalonians v, 4). 

Many thing indicate to us, now, 
that we are living in a time corre- 
sponding to that Palm Sunday! Many 
things imply that Christendom ‘is now 
undergoing its great test and that only 
the fully consecrated of heart and life 
will be accepted of the Lord as big: 
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“Jewels”? and be granted a share with 
Christ in his Kingdom. Many things 
imply that we are now in the time 
when the true people of God are be- 
ing divided into two classes, as pic- 
tured for us by our Lord in the para- 
ble of the Wise and the Foolish Vir- 
gins. As only the Wise Virgins were 
prepared to enter into the marriage, 
so only the consecrated ones, the po- 
lished jewels of the Lord, will be ac- 
cepted as fit for the neuen and be 
granted a share in the glorious resur- 
rection change which will precede. the 
great time of trouble, in which the 
Foolish Virgin class, although not of 
the world, will participate with the 
world, . i 
True, that great time of trouble will 
usher in the glorious Millennial dis- . 
pensation, in which the Church in,

A RANK DEAL. 


In the light of recent attacks 
on Geo. E. Foster by the Liberal 
and wishy-washy Independent 
Conservative press, the charge to 
the jury in the Foster- MacDonald 
case by Justice Magee, of the 
Ontario Bench, on Feb. 27th last 
is recalled. It was of so partizan

, Statement: 


“I make the general charge that 
your lordship’s summing up was unfair 
to the plaintiff. You pointed out 
everything against him, and where 
you pointed out anything in his favor 
you followed up with something which 
tended to destroy its effect.” 


The Winnipeg Telegram, in 
speaking of the affair says his 
Lordship’s charge was one of the 
most deliberate perversions of 
the letter and spirit of the law of 
libel which ever disgraced the 


Canadian bench. 

“There is not a jurist of any inde- 
pendent standing who, whatever his 
opinion of the merits of the case, would 

“defend the method in which the law 
was handled and interpreted by the 


trial judge. It was done designedly 
to attempt the ruin of a political 
opponent and protect a newspaper 
heeler of the Liberal party. 

““Mr, Justice Magee placed his court 
in the contempt of every honest luw- 
yer and of the cemmon sense of an 
honest nation. His charge so mysti- 
fied the members of the jury that they 
performed the really wonderful feat of 
exonerating the motives of the plain- 
tiff without visiting upon the head of 
the defendant the proper consequences 
of his malice. If the statement with 
which they began their verdict was 
true, their verdict itself was absolutely 
wrong, and it was made wrong by the 
insinuation of the judge that such a 
verdict with such 4 premise might be 
right. That is Mr. Justite Magee, and 
that was his crowning service to 
Canadian jurisprudence.” 

Mr. Justice Magee received his 
reward on April 11th, when he 
was appointed to the Court of 
Appeals in Ontario, the highest 
judicial offiice in the province 
within the gift of the crown ex- 
cept that of Chief Justice.
